Witnesses Do Some Very Tall Swear: 
ing in His Behalf. 


He Ordered a Glass of Beer and 
Monkeyed With His Six-Shooter. 


Conflicting Evidence Looms Up at Every Turn 
The Fireman Tells His Little Story—The 
Case Closes and Arcument to Begin 
This Morning. 


The trial of Jerry Murphy, accused of an 
assault upon Officer Rulo, was yesterday 
continued before Judge Cheney and & jury. 
Murphy was dressed in his uniform of the 
fire department, and also had on his star. 
The first witness called was Henry Martinez. 

I live opposite the saloon known as the 
“Schooner” and saw all of what took place on 
the evening of this assault. There was a 
general fight. Saw Officer Rulo forcibly 
thrown out of the place. Over thirty men 
were attacking the officer, who was covered 
from head to foot with blood. The officer 
received assistance and arrested the bar- 
keeper, Murphy. Rulo and another officer 
made the arrest. Did not see what occurred 
in the saloon. Did not hear what was said 
when the arrest was made. Do not know 
what was said by either the prisoner or the 
officers at the time. Saw the officer (Rulo) 
come out in a hurry as if he had been 
thrown out. The prisoner had no weapon 
in his hand atthe time of the arrest. Did 
not recognize anybody in particular amongst 
the officer’s assailants. Do not know 
whether it was Rulo who blew the police 
while tle. Know that Mr. Schubert blew it. 
I have not a very good niemory. 

The defense moved to have this witness’ 
testimony thrown out, but the motion was 
denied by the Court. 

F. E. Weinscheck testified: IL have 32 
Officer Rulo for eighteen years. 
know anything about this case, excepting 
what I saw at the time in the pa saw 
Officer Rulo on the day of the Je assault and 
he was perfectly sober. I ask him to 
take a drink that day, but he — — 

Michael MeMahen was the first witness 
for the defense, and stated that he was a 
member of the Fire Department—driver of 
the Hook and Ladder. Knew Rulo, and 
saw him on the day of the assault at 6:10. 
The officer asked witness to drink with him, 
but he (witness) refused. Does not know 
whether Rulo was drunk at the time. Wit- 
ness was a member of the police force for 
over five years. Rulo had no star visible 
when seen by witness. Witness was not at 
the scene of assault. 

A. Hellman testified: Was on the scene 
at the time of this trouble. Saw the greatest 
part of the row. Rulo was just going in 
when I went into the saloon. Heard Rulo 
asking another man to drink with him. 
There was no trouble. Tuto ordered some 
beer and sat down on one of the tables to 
drink it. Ashe sat down his pistol either 
fell from his pocket or was pulled out. Wit- 
ness also sat down and ordered some beer. 
About ten minutes after he sat down wit- 
ness heard a scuffle in the rear end of the

Witness did not see a star upon the officer. 
Could not tell whether Rulo was an officer 
or not. Murphy was behind the bar. The 
first thing witness saw was Rulo lying 
under the table. Murphy had hold of the 
officer, who struck at him. Witness did 
not want to get mixed in the affair, and so 
left at this stage of the fight. Did not know 
how many people were in the place. Can- 
not distinguish the police from the Grand 
Army or fire department uniforms. Did 
not see Rulo knocked down. Everybody 
seemed anxious to get away. Could not 
see Rulo’s face when he was raised from 
the floor. Did not know whether or not his 
face was bloody. Witness left so soon, be- 
cause he did not want to get hurt. Rulo 
had his pistol completely out and was try- 
ing to use it. Heard no bad ae age used, 
though the talk was pretty lou Rulo 
struck Mu 5 ort in the face and head with 
his fist. itness is not positive whether it 
was the face or head. 

Thomas Scallard testified: Was in the 
saloon before and during the riot. There 
was ne disturbance when Rulo got there, 
though in the rear of the place there seemed 
to be a quarrel of some kind in progress. 
Saw Rulo knocked down. ey shoved 
the crowdjaside and helped Ruſo up. Can 
not recall how Rulo was dressed. Did not 
see Rulo before the row. Do not know the 
Mexican who shoved Rulo out of the place. 
Did not see Rulo drinking beer, and did not 
see him knocked down. Knows Rulo was 
knocked down. Saw Murphy pick him up 
and 2 him out. Rulo's face was not 


Kult Castiliano is an Italian, who, on 
the day in question, was acting as temporary 
roprietor of the joint.

There was a quarrel before Rulo 
came in—about an hour before. There were 
no pistols drawn. About four were the 
number engaged in the first quarrel. Rulo 
had nothing in his nand. Hadon his uni- 
form. Murphy and Rulo went together to 
stop the row. Rulo was on the floor and 
witness helped him up. He was under the 
table and his face was bloody. There was 
also blood on one of the legs of the table. 
Rulo was struggling with his assailants. 
Witness saw no club used. It was a general 
free fight. The prisoner Murphy was try- 
ing to restore order in the crowd. Does not 
know what happened after Rulo was helped 
up or how he got out. Witness was busy 
watching the money drawer.

THE BRADLEY WOMAN. 


She is Held for Trial for Shooting at 
Officer Collins. 

The preliminary examination of Mrs. 
Honoria Bradley, on the charge of commit- 
ting an assault withadeadly weapon on 
the persons of Officers Collins, Jackson and 
Alford, was held in Justice Austin’s court 
yesterday afternoon. Deputy District At- 
torney Chelf appeared on behalf of the 
People, while J. Robarts, of the firm of 
Howard & Robarts, appeared for the de- 
tense. 

The complaint alleges that the said 
Honoria Bradley did, on the night of 
September Iich, “unlawfully, maliciously 
and willfully commit an assault upon the 
afllant with a deadly weapon, towit, a pis- 
tol, loaded with a leaden ball or other hard 
substance.“ This was sworn toby Officer 
Collins, who appeared asthe complaining 
witness in the case, and yoy being put 
on the stand stated that and Officer 
Alford were in the neighborhood of 
the residence of the defendant on the 
night of September lith, when they heard 
two shots fired and ran to investigate the 
cause of the shooting. When they reached 
an alley in the rear of the premises occu- 
— by the defendant they there met Officer 

ackson, and he said$that he, too, had been 
attracted by the noise of the shooting and 
thought they had been fired in that vicinity. 
Just at this moment the officers looked over 
the fence in the rear of the defendant,s 
house, and were at once saluted with a pis- 
— shot which both Collins and Jackson 

tween them. Thinking 
that n more shots might follow the first, the 
officers beat a masterly retreat and awaited 
developments. After a little, finding that 
there was a woman in the yard from which 
the shots came and a drunken map, they 
announced the fact that they were officers 
in a loud voice, and on receiving a response 
entered the yard and, capturing the woman, 
was handed a pistol by her and told that 
she had fi the shot. thinking it was 
tramps who were at the fence, as they had 
been much annoyed by tramps for. some 
time past. 

Mrs. Bradley was put under arrest, as 
was also the drunken man the officers found 
in the yard, and at whom the first shots 
had been fired by Mrs. yr in the hope of 
searing him away. The shots, it seems, 
were not fired at the man point blank, but 
over his head. At the station Mrs. Bradley 
told how they had been annoyed in times 
past, and seemed sorry she had made the 
mistake of shooting at the guardians of the 


ace. 

After the officers who were present at the 
time of the shooting had testified the State 

closed, and a number of witnesses were ex- 
— to prove that it never was the in- 
tention of Mrs. Bradley to shoot at the offi- 
cers, especially as Chief Darcy testified 
that Mr. Bradley had been to his office a 
few days previous asking that an extra offi- 
cer be detailed for 2 near their house to 
capture some of the — and other 
rough characters who were in the habit of 
annoying them. 

It appeats that the house has for some time 
borne anything but a good name, and not 
long since was a house of prostitution, and 
thata great deal of this annoyance com- 

lained of was caused by old timers who 

iad been in the habit ot visiting there 
under the old tenant’s rule. As Mr. and 
Mrs. Bradley had lived there but a short 
time since the 15th of August, they were un- 
acquainted with the reputation of the place, 
and consequently did not see why they 
should be annoyed any more than their 
neighbors. 

After hearing all the evidence on either 
side, the Court summed up by saying that 
although there was no doubt, from both the 
evidence of the officers and the admissions 
of the defence, that the shooting had been 
done as charged@stil! he — 4 that the 
fault to a great extent was that of the hus- 
band who was so unwise as to puta pistol 
in the hands of a frightened and nervous 
woman. He would therefore hold the de- 
fendant for trial at wa Superior Court, and 
fix the bail at $200

Some Old Time Fallacies.

Ignorant folk, wondermongers and 
ever scientific observers have dissemi- 
nated many erroneous and exaggerated 
notions which are not readily eradi- 
s cated. We are still told, for instance, 
ot the Norwegian maelstrom, a fright- 
ful whirling chasm in the sea, capable 
of sucking down the largest s ips, 
though in reality this fearful ‘‘whirl- 
pool“ is simply a run of the tide 
4 through a sloping channel, rarely dan- 
git and then chiefly on account of 
e rocks on which it may draw vessels. 
Sir John Herschel gave his indorse- 
ment to the statement that stars may 
be seen in the daytime from the bot- 
tom of a well, but this has been proven 
to be an error by tests from a shaft 
nearly half a mile coe. 
Mr. John Murdoch has recently 
shown that the Eskimos do not, as text 
! of physiology affirm, doze 
trough their long winter night, keep- 
ing up their bodily heat by enormous 
meals of raw blubber and lamp oil, 
but that their winter life is active, 
their food mostly cooked and their con- 
sumption of oil not excessive. A still

The Massachusetts Republican Platform. 


The platform of the Massachusetts 
Republicans, which was unanimously 
adopted yesterday by the State conven- 
tion, is a clear, concise and comprehen- 
sive document. On the tariff question 
it speaks boldly for protection, and de- 
mands a reduction of the internal reve- 
nue. It asks Congress to carefully con- 
sider the tariffon sugar, and to im- 
prove the administration of Custom- 
house laws. It condemns the suppres- 
sion of the Republican vote in the 
Southern States and election frauds in 
Northern cities. It demands further 
extension of the National civil laws. It 
arraigns President Cleveland for the 
array of shameful dismissals and dis- 
graceful appointments, and for indors- 
ing the spoils machine in Maryland 
and elsewhere. It declares the Demo- 
cratic party in Massachusetts stands 
with that party throughout the country 
in support of the doctrine ‘‘to the vic- 
tors belong the spoils.’’ It demands 
the restoration of compulsory coinage 
of silver. It asks for the passage of a 
National bankrupt law, and protection 
to the fishery interests without a yield- 
ing of rights. It demands the con- 
tinued enactment of progressive tem- 
perance measures, and favors the sub- 
mission to a vote of the people ofa 
prohibition amendment to the Consti- 
tution. 

The temperance plank is a good one; 
and the proposition to submit to a vote 
of the people,a Prohibition amendment 
to the State Constitution will strike all 
fair-minded men and all honest tem- 
perance folk as an honest endeavor to 
ascertain and measure popular senti- 
ment on the Prohibition issue. 

Now is the time for the Prohibition- 
ists to prove the truth of their oft- 
repeated assertions that the populace 
are with them. If the Massachusetts 
Prohibitionist leaders are not mere 
political brokers they will stand with 
the Republican party of their State in 
this instance. If the reference of the 
Prohibition to the people proves, by

SAN Francisco, Sept. 28.— [By the Asvo- 
ciated Press.] I. R. Wilbur, president of 
the new San Joaquin Valley Railroad, 
speaking of the Associated Press dispatch 
from Bakersfield in regard to the construc- 
tion of the new road from Mojave to 
Bakersfield, said that the section mentioned 
would form a part of the new road. 

He said: The road will extend southeast- 
erly to Tejon Pass through the mountains, 
which is the only outlet north besides the 
‘Tehachepi route, and from the pass northerly 
to near Bakersfield.

“What is the meaning,” queried the re- 
porter, “of the dissenting opinion of Judge 
Hoffman, of California, in the railroad

vicious habits, which incapacitates them 
from the performance of manual labor. 
This has been publicly advoeated, and all 
men who cared to know, have been fully 
aware, and yet until recently there has 
been heard no objection to such measures.

A Queer Little Ksquimau—Her Story. 
[Chicago Inter Ocean,] 

A lecture was delivered last night iu 
Farwell Hall by Miss Olof Krarer, a 
native Esquimau, before a — 
audience. iss Krarer told her story 
to a reporter for the Inter Ocean yes- 
terday afternoon in her room at the 
Sherman. First impressions might be 
a little unfavorable, for Miss Krarer, 
who, though she is 30 years old, is only 
forty inches high. She was. seated in 
one of the big hotel chairs, with her 
feet straight out in front of her, but 
she quickly slid down. and came to 
shake hands with her visitor. Then 
she clambered back into her chair, and 
readily consented to tell something of 
her history. As she talked the listener 
forgot her lack of stature and thought 
of her ready intelligence and the vic- 
tory she had won over ignorance and 
superstition. She has a pleasant face 
of a Scandinavian ty ype, which bore out 
the legend she told of the origin of 
her people. She came from the east- 
ern coast of Greenland, over a 
thousand miles northwest of Ice- 
land. Eternal ice and snow cov- 
ered the ground, and the sun only 
shone for four months in the year. For 


six months there was night, with two 
months of twilight. The people were 
utterly uncivilized, with no education 


and no religion beyond the belief in a 
good place where it was delightfully 
hot. They lived by hunting, and 
clothed themselves and lined their 
} snow-huts with the furs of their game. 
Six Icelandic fishermen were wrecked 
on their coast, and after a year they 
came to understand the strange lan- 

age of the place. They finally in- 
duced their hosts to take them home, a 
long journey of over 1000 miles, and the 
Krarer family went along to bring back 
the dog-sleds, but never returned after 
their arrival in Iceland. There Olof 
was put in the care of the Lutheran 
missionaries, remaining for five years. 
Then the family went to Manitoba, 
where it still lives. Miss Krarer told a 
very interesting story of her land and 
people last night at Farwell Hall,

| THECONSTITUTION. 


A Dual Government—The Line Fixed 
‘by the Tenth Amendment — Not 
Displaced Nor Diminished by the 
War-—Secessiun Not a State Kght. | 


‘(George Ticknor Curtis in Boston Journal.) 

The anniversary at Philadelphia 
commemorating the framing and pro- 
mulgation of the Constitution of the 
United States leads me to say some- 
thing about the purposes of one of the 
amendments which were adopted in 
1789, and which should be regarded as 
incorporated into and engrafted on the 
original Constitution. All of the first 
ten amendments were framed and pro- 
posed to the State Legislatures for 
ratification by the first Congress that 
sat under the Constitution, and in 
obedience to the public voice, which de- 
manded further restrictions upon the 
power of so great a Government as that 
which the Constitution had established. 
The spectal topic which I purpose to 
treat within the limits of this paper is 


The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are re- 
served to the States respectively, or to 


It might have been said, in 1789, in- 
asmuch as the Government created by 
the Constitution was a limited one, en- 
dowed with certain enumerated powers 
of a specific character, and as the pro- 
hibitions laid by the Constitution on 
the States were well defined. it was to 
be presumed that all other powers of 

overnment which the Constitution 
ad not devolved on the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and had not forbidden the 
States to exercise, remained with the 
States respectively, or with their peo- 
ple. But the people of the States 
which bad ratified the Constitution did 
not choose to leave their State sover-

dual one. It is a dual, inasmuch as it 
embraces both the federation and the 
national principle. The federation is 
constituted by a union of States, each 
of which isa separate political body; 
the national principle comes into force 
by reason of the creation of a limited 
sovereignty, constituted by the be- 
stowal on a central Government of cer- 
tain enumerated and defined powers. 
Onr system is again dual because both 
Governments—that of the United States 
and that of each State—act upon in- 
dividuals, but upon the same individuals 
in different relations. This peculiarity 
of our system, so difficult to be under- 
stood by most foreigners, by which 
every inhabitant of every State lives 
under two sovereignties, is perfectly 
familiar to us in its working; but it 
creates for us a necessity for drawing 
carefully the line between the powers 
of the General Government and the re- 
served powers of the States or their 
people, and it was the purpose of the 
tenth amendment to admonish all who 
might have to administer either the one 
Government or the other to observe

There 
was some complaint, and very justly 
that some of these amendments were 
forced upon the Southern States. Al- 


period things were done that savored 
of undue compulsion, those amend- 
ments were ratified, they have been 
universally acquiesced in, and they 
form a part of the Federal (Constitution 
‘excepting in so far as they di- 
minished the State sovereignties [mn 
certain particulars, they leave those 
sovereignties. in all other respects 
just where they were. We came out of 
the turmoil of the reconstruction 
period better than might have been ex— 
pected, for it was during some years 
doubtful what would become of the 
State sovereignties. The alternatives 
appeared to be to treat the Southern 
States as conquered countries and sup- 
press their autonomy and restore them 
to the Union with all their moral 
rights and powers as members of the 
Union. Happily the good sense and 
the moderation of the North prevailed 
to make the latter course the one that 
was followed. This was greatly aided 
by what all sensible men could see was 
the only constitutional theory on which 
the Federal Government could be said 
to have prosecuted the war. That 
theory was that the Government of the 
United states had used its military 
power to put down all obstructions to 
the exercise of its constitutional author- 
ity in the States which bad u»dertaken. 
tosecede from the Union. 

SECESSION NOT A STATE RIGHT. 

Lastly, the just and true idea of 
State sovereignty never eomprehended 
the right of State secession from the 
Union as a right resulting trom the 
nature of the Union. Iam, of course, 
aware of the doctrine which deduced, 
from the nature of the Union and the 
terms of the Constitution, the supposed 
constitutional right of State secession. 
I cain only express my conception of 
secession as a right of any kind by say- 
ing that there is always aright of rev- 
olution against the oppression of any 
Government, and that, physically, it 
was possible for great and powe 
Stute Governments nd a vigorous peo- 
ple to organize a formidable coufeder- 
acy forthe purpose of making good 
their separation from the Union. But 
in all this proceeding I never could 
see any constitutional right result- 
ing from the nature of our system of 
government. But the theory of the 
philosophyfof State secession, although 
an interesting study in relation to the 
characters and conduct of important 
men and in relation to the motives aud 
the sincerity of the Southern people, is 
bow no longer of political consequence; 
first. because no man can foresee an 
possible circumstance in which it wi 
ever be asserted again: and, secondly, 
because neither the fact that it was put 
down by an exercise of physical force 
after it had been referred to the dread 
“urbitrament of war. nor the mode in 
which that force was exerted, has de- 
stroyed the true meaning or changed 
the character or diminished the scope 
of State sovereignties. excepting in so 
far as they have been diminished we ha 
exercise Of th; process of amending. 
the Constitution.

COHEN'S IDEAS OF |THE KAIL- 
KOAD COMMISSION. 


He Thinks the Commissioners Should 
Defer to the Views of Directors 
and Managers of Railroads—Earn- 
ings of the Southern Pacific. 


San Francisco Bulletin 

Alfred A. Cohen, counsel for the 
Central Pacific Railroad, says concern- 
ing the Pacifié Railroad Commission: 
“I think it was the intention of the 
President when he approved the bill 
authorizing this commission and ap- 
pointed its members, that they should 
obtain the views of the directors and 
managers of the railroads as to the 
most favorable measure of arranging 
and settling the indebtedness due the 
Government, but the efforts of the 
majority of the commission appear to 
have en confined to preferring 
charges of misconduct. Al benefit 
that could possibly have been derived 
from the appointment of this commis- 
sion was the producing of such a result, 
namely, the settling of the railroad 
indebtedness and removal of its 


officials ond political influence. 
Such may the ultimate effect, 
but I do not think, if it is, 


this will be due in any way to the intel- 
ligent manner in which the Commis- 
sioners have so far performed the du- 
ties assigned to them. They have spent 
two days in an effort to annoy C. P. 
Huntington in reference to the altered 
copies of letters that he says contained 
garbled statements of what he wrote to 
a poor director, now dead. These let- 
were removed without authority 
from the office of the Central Pacific. 
Now, if this time had been devoted b 
the commission to a review of the tari 
on aided roads to ascertain its source 
and the possibility of its improvement, 
and to inquire whether the business of 
any other territory could be made 
tributary to it, this would have been 
very much more to the interests of the 
Government.“ 
HUNTINGTON'S SCHEME FOR SETTLE- 

MENT. 

Mr. Huntington said if he could 
have a month of uninterrupted work in 
‘ his library he could prepare a scheme 
of settlement between the road and the 
Government, which would succeed if 
the Gevernment would keep faith. 

On Lawyer Cohen’s 1 the 
Commission invited Mr. Huntington to 
formulate his scheme, but stipulated 
that it must be presented within fifteen 
’ days. Mr. Huntington a to un- 
dertake the task. Hr. Huntington 
said he and Mr. Hopkins were worth 
between $600,000 and $700,000 at the 
time the construction of the Central 
Pacific road was undertaken, and had 
a credit ent to amillion. The 
house of Stanford Bros. was worth sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. Hunt- 
ington said that they didn’t have 
money enough to build the road or 
they would have done it. Huntington 
said he thought at the time the Gov. 
ernment aid was extended, the work 
the Government would want done 
would 2 hang claim of the United 
States. e Government, however, 
never did what it promised. It did not 
protect the building of the road against 
the Indians, and 175 of the company’s 
men were killed at Big Meadows. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY. 

The annual report of the Board of 
Directors of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company has just been issued. It 
shows the operations for the year end-

The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
peny. as distinguished from the South- 
ern Pacific of Kentucky, the report of 
which was spoken of at length lately, 
includes the system known as the 
Northern division, running from San 
Francisco to Tres Pinos, also from 
Carnadero to San Miguel. It also in- 
cludes the lines running from Huron 
via Goshen to the Colorado River, the 
Los Angeles and San Pedro line, and 
also the Mojave-Needles line, now 
leased to the Atlantic and Pacific, The 
total mileage, including leased lines, is 
1071.32, of which 820 miles are oper-

The report is given by .the 
president of the company, Charles 


Crocker. He goes on to state that the 
reports of operations furnished by. the 
Southern Pacific Company lessees show 
a steady increase in the business.

$837,859 83; balance, $811,965; gross 
earnings uthern division, 33.294. 
131.49; less operating expenses, $2,226,- 
157.10; balance, $1,067,974.39; earnings 
over operuting expenses, $1,.879,939.39. 
For 1885—Gross earnings Northern 
division, 81.281.762. 96; less operating ex- 
penses, $738,912.51: balance, $542.850.45; 
gross earnings Southern division, $3,- 
131,743.64, less operating expenses, 
$1 — 514.41; balance. 410,229.23; 
earnin over operat expenses 
81.938,079 
„It will be observed.“ continues the 
report, that the earnings of the North- 
ern division show an increase over those 
of the previous year of upward of 25 
r cent., while the earnings of the 
uthern division, owing to its partici- 
pation in the transcontinental rate 
war, which was in force the greater 
of the year, show but a little in- 
crease for the ‘large volume of traffic 
over this line during that period. By 
the terms of the lease of March 1, 1885, 
the Southern Pacific lessee is required 
to pay the interest on the bonded in-

‘** Notwithstanding a large increase in 
business, the continued rivalry of com- 
peting transcontinental lines has caused 
a considerable loss of revenue to the 
company from the — low rates 
which have been necessarily adopted, 
coupled with an increase in operating 
expenses consequent upon the large 
volume of traffic. Yet, as there seldom 
is a loss without a gain, the Southern 
Pacific has the satisfaction of knowing 
not only that it has maintained its 
position in the contest for transcontin- 
ental traffic, but that it will hereafter 
reap the benefits to accrue from the 
great number of people who have been 
pouring into our State the last year 
through the prevailing low rates of fare. 
Many of these new arrivals have come 
with the intention of remaining per- 
manently in our State, and with capi- 
tal, intelligence and enterprise will, 
doubtless. establish themselves in the 
many industries open to_them and so 
contribute to the development- of new 
business to the ultimate benefit of our 
road.”’
